An ou feature of the B.I.F. at Olympia will be a covering 8,000 square feet, 
presented by the nited Kingdom Atomic Energy Nuchority. “This “Gioplay reveals dhe actual 
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at ye achievements of nuclear research in Britain, making use 
diagrams, scale models and ‘live’ equipment. Scale model 
caseibtemation show the atomic research carried out at the Atomic 
Energy Research Establishment at Harwell, with D.I.D.O., the heavy- 
water reactor now in course of construction; the first British atomic 
power station now being at Calder Hall, Cumberland, from which 
current is to start flowing through the National Grid by the end of 
this year; and a more advanced experimental type of power station now 
under construction at Dounreay, Caithness. The Central Electricity 
Authority will be showing plans for a network of nuclear power 


stations of the future. 


In the galleries nearby, some of the firms making instruments for 
use with atomic energy will be exhibiting their newest products. These 
range from simple Geiger counters and dose monitors to the latest in 
scintillation counters, and instruments making use of radio-active 
isotopes for various industrial purposes. 

In a section covering 32,000 square feet of the National Hall the 
Association of British Chemical Manufacturers is sponsoring the 
biggest-ever exhibition of chemicals and pharmaceuticals. 

Some of the highlights in the chemical section will be provided by 
the man-made fibres — products such as nylon, Terylene and Ardil. 
The first two are made primarily from coal tar and petroleum oil, 
and the third from chemical treatment of fibres from groundnuts. 
These fibres have so far attracted most attention as materials for 
fabrics, but the use of nylon in particular as a very tough plastic for 
ropes, gear wheels and many other industrial uses is not so well 
known. 


Recent important developments for the textile industry include a 
product called ‘Proban,’ for the treatment of fabrics to make them 
relatively non-inflammable; and the use of silicones, now being 
manufactured on a considerable scale in Britain, as permanent 
waterproofing agents for all kinds of fabrics. 


The researches of the colour chemist include not only the discovery 
of the new dyestuffs, but, with the introduction of new fibres, the 
best way in which to apply the product to the fabric. The dyestuff 
industry, which will be well represented in the B.I.F., gives special 
attention to ‘technical service’ — in other words, advising the customer 
how to make the best use of the product. The industry will also be 
exhibiting a range of synthetic colours which are harmless to health 
and which can be used in foodstuffs and beverages. 


The im ce of chemicals in agriculture grows yearly. Apart 
from fertilizers, many new products will be on display, including the 
powerful phosphorus insecticides, some of which, when sprayed on 
the plant, are absorbed and make it lethal to insect pests but after a 
short time harmless to human beings. 


The chemical section will also contain products of the major makers 
of plastics and the raw materials from which plastics are made. These 
include polystyrene, now _— partly from petroleum and used for 
the manufacture of parts for refrigerators, radios, motor cars, for 
household ware, electrical fittings and . Polythene, one of 
the toughest plastics known, is used such diverse Purposes as 
insulation on electrical apparatus, as a packing material and as pipes 
carrying water and liquid chemicals. Polythene piping shows par- 
ticular promise for domestic use in cold countries, as it does not 
fracture when the contents are frozen. Melamine resins now being made 
in increasing quantities, are of particular use in imparting strength 
to paper when wet and form the basis of special decorative plastics 
for the home and the office. 


Drugs and Pharmaceuticals 

In addition to a display organized by their own trade association, 
most of the large drug manufacturers will be represented. One 
exhibiting firm has been entrusted with the organization — 
supplies for the Commonwealth Trans-Antarctic Boy nap dle pom 
care has been necessary in the packaging of some 300 it products 
comprising 100,000 individual items to protect them from damp, 
mechanical shock, low temperatures and to economize in weight. 
This has necessitated the use of plastic containers instead of glass. 
The firm will display a new product in the form of a spray for the 
dressing of wounds. 


The acre manufacturers of antibiotics, including penicillin, 
streptom sureomycin, and chloroamphenicol will be exhibiting 
their latest these new weapons in the t against 
disease. Many other developments in the pharmaceutical field will 
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also be on show, including anaesthetics and products for the control 
of tropical diseases and epilepsy. 

A large proportion of the chemical industry’s output is consumed by 
the other industries in Britain whose products are exported all over 
the world. Nevertheless, the direct export of chemicals from the United 
Kingdom exceeded £230 millions in 1955-a new record level. 
Exports are expected to increase still further in 1956 as more and more 
new plants come into commission. Research facilities are being in- 
creased and expenditure on this vital activity is now over £13 millions 
a year. 

In the scientific instruments section one of the most popular exhibits 
is likely to be the ‘invisible’ hearing aid hidden in the frame of a pair 
of spectacles, a button or piece of jewellery. Another exhibit of 
interest will be a 20 ft. long piece of laboratory apparatus, wholly 
made up of glass tubes, as recently exported to Sweden. The layman 
will look askance at a cautery iron made of silver which has a minute 
electrical element inside capable of giving the ‘higher temperature 
required for cauterizing human tissues than for metal soldering,’ in 
the words of the doctor to whose specification it was made. 


Many new office appliances will be on show at Olympia. The selec- 
tion of machines on view will be representative of Britain’s office 
equipment industry, one of the largest in the world, with exports 
exceeding £20,000,000 a year. 

On one manufacturer’s stand will be a new ticket/coupon machine 
specifically designed for the production of pay coupons, and for pro- 
gress and cost control in industries like that of clothing and shoe 
manufacture where piece-work is a most important factor. Its 
oer d will be in the neighbourhood of 700 completed sets of coupons 
an hour.

Electrical Industry’s Displays 

Many of the biggest firms in Britain’s electrical industry will be 
exhibiting at the Fair where a good deal of the larger electrical equip- 
ment will be on view, as well as smaller and more familiar items both 
electrical and electronic. 

A great variety of electric motors will be shown, either full-scale 
or in the form of models and photographs. There will be many 
fractional horse-power motors built for all kinds of special purposes. 
Among the larger motors will be a series made by one firm which 
includes types that have been put to some unusual purposes. One slip 
ring 45 h.p. motor has been applied to what is said to be the world’s 
largest butter churn, a vast drum measuring 13 ft. in diameter with 
a capacity of 16,000 Ibs.

Visitors will be able to examine a good selection of electric fires. For 
those who like to have ‘something to look at’ in their heating apparatus 
there are many different arrangements of synthetic coal and logs of 
wood which give the appearance of warmth. For the more functionally- 

there are reflector fires in abundance, fitted with 
one, two, cee al of four elements for different sizes of room. 


Some of the ordinary types of electric fires are now fitted with 
safety switches which turn off the current should the fire be overturned. 
Equally safe are the oil-filled radiators which are hermetically sealed. 
These are admirable for use in the nursery, because they never get 
hot enough to burn tiny hands which might touch them. 

There are special fires for the bathroom which are guaranteed to 
be absolutely safe even if wet hands come into contact with them. 
One of the most attractive heaters — at least from the point of view of 
cost of electricity - is what is known as the ‘Overnite’ heater. It is 
really a form of heat storage which uses current during the night 
when it is cheapest, and throws out its heat during the day when it 
is needed. The secret is that the ‘fire’ consists of a number of heat 
storage blocks which heat up slowly while the current is switched on, 
and gradually throw out their heat during the day. 


Improvements will be seen in articles of domestic equipment which 
used to be considered almost as luxuries, e.g., toasters, warming 
plates and coffee percolators. A new coffee percolator has two stages 
of heat, one for ‘percolating,’ and the other for keeping the coffee hot. 
It has, in addition, a control switch giving various strengths of coffee, 
and it is marked so that only the amount of coffee needed is made. 

Electric kettles are now an ornament to kitchen or dining-room, 
and may claim to sound elegant as well. This is a development of the 
old whistling kettle which warned the user that it was boiling. A new 
kettle calls attention to itself when boiling by an ‘organ-toned chord’ 
which can be snapped off with a flick of the thumb.

The other aspect of atomic power, the atomic bomb, also has a 
bearing on the work of heating and ventilating engineers. This is the 
problem of keeping radio-active dust out of shelters and homes. 
Considerable progress has been made in this matter in the United 
States through the principle of electrostatic precipitation, and apparatus 
based on this principle is being manufactured in Britain, and will be 
on show at the B.I.F. 

It is said that as much as 98 per cent. of radio-active dust can be 
collected by charging incoming air with positive electrical currents 
and then drawing the air through a negatively charged filter which 
traps the charged particles. The filters are flushed with hot water at 
intervals to remove the dust particles. This is, of course, exactly the 
same principle as is applied to many home and industrial ventilating 
plants, and it is claimed that the apparatus traps all airborne dust and 
ash down to a size of 001 of a micron.

The figures relating to the hire-purchase sales of retailers cover 
retailers of all types: independent retailers, multiple shops, depart- 
ment stores, co-operative societies and the nationalized gas and 
electricity undertakings. 

Over 6,000 independent retailers were invited to become 
contributors to the panel for hire-purchase statistics. About 1,600 
firms have become effective contributors, a response which has 
enabled index numbers to be computed with reasonable security 
in the two main kinds of business in which hire-purchase trade is 
important: furniture and furnishings shops (some 500 contributors) 


and hardware, radio and electrical goods shops (same 900 
contributors).

Coverage of Finance Houses 

The number of finance houses contributing to the statistics is at 

resent about 260 and includes man who finance the 

hase sales of their own products. As has already been 
stated, it is not known how many finance houses remain to be 
recruited, but it is believed that the 260 contributors account for a 
high proportion of finance house business. The financing of hire- 
purchase sales of motor vehicles is well represented, but the financing 
of some groups of commodities, for example, farm, industrial, 
and shop equipment may be under-represented. 

Table x shows the trends in hire-purchase sales (however financed) 
of retailers. Sales are measured at the full retail value of the goods, 
including deposits. In view of their differing accounting arrangements, 
retailers were given the option of either including or excluding credit 
charges in their figures of hire-purchase sales, so that the index 
Spasnonen. $F AEA. eR AT, ESPON RD, POS Sey eee 
or credit.

Over two million Canadians will, it is estimated, have an opportunity

new products and, above all, Britain’s continued capacity to 
accomplish great undertakings such as the establishment of a series of 
atomic power stations. 

In the display, which is being arranged by the Board of Trade, 
there will be a model of the Atomic Energy Authority's power station 
at Calder Hall, Cumberland, which will begin to supply electricity 
to the National Grid a few weeks after the opening of the Exhibition, 
of the type which powered the aircraft holding the 
world s and altitude records, a model of the giant radio telescope 
under construction at Jodrell Bank, in Cheshire, and several exhibits 
showing recent progress made by the Pharmaceutical Industry in 
Britain. 

Other exhibits are pieces of equipment which are available for 
export to Canada, including a hand tachometer of advanced design, a 
constant velocity joint which transmits power evenly at widely different 
angles, and an ingenious square-hole shovel, with civil and military 

applications. A comparison between a model of the apparatus developed 
by Dr. Baird in 1926 and the latest type of receiver for coloured 
television produced by a British firm, will serve to underline the 
British contribution in this field. An exhibit of dehydrated foods, with 
practical demonstrations, is being by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries an and Food, and there will also be examples of 
automation equipment. 

The stand on which these exhibits will be displayed is being 
designed by Mr. Ronald Dickens, M.B.E., F.S.1.A. Its erection and 
staffing will be the responsibility of the Board of Trade, and during 
the Exhibition members of the United Kingdom Trade Commissioners’ 
staffs in Canada will be available to answer inquiries about sources 
of supply of British goods.

Waaiinns anepuaiali tek Gaaacel anmakehatenn, bhaee 
and slogans. Our own field representative also calls on the retailers 
oder lcassbegg ogg hw sce ge ond ages yrhgae ar wy age ne 
to co-operate. This “hooker” advertising, as it is called, has been 
highly successful and we have, at no cost to ourselves, increased the 
advertising space by an average of 65 per cent. 

“The two operations of s ertising and merchandising have 
been combined in actual no deus during which our field represen- 
tative has travelled Canada from end to end, visiting every town where 
we advertise at least once, and several of them many times. The results 
have been most satisfactory, as not only has our space advertising 
received a very valuable bonus, but the visits of the field representative 
have inspired window displays and other forms of promotion in 
practically every city in Canada. 

“The main effort in publicity is based on two operations, the use of 
articles and photographs of British Fashion in British- Wool-Cloth and 
the fashion display sponsored, with our co-operation, by the T. Eaton 
Co. The editorial material, of fashion photographs and articles, has 
found ready acceptance by the newspaper fashion editors, who have 
devoted to it space that, if it had been purchasable, would have cost 
the equivalent of £18,000. The T. Eaton show, for which we supplied 
some of the garments, was supported by a window display occupying 
the whole of their Toronto windows for one week, a generous measure 
of advertising, by all their stores throughout Canada, and the showing 
of the parade of British Wool fashions to large audiences in all their 

main stores. 

‘Editorial and publicity work is not confined to newspapers, and 
we have been fortunate in securing time on both T.V. and radio, at 
no cost to ourselves, for programmes featuring our products. 


A Success Story from United States

Thursday April 12 


Reduced E.C.G.D. Premiums 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
stated that after consultation with the Export Guarantees Advi 


\visory 
Council the Export Credits Guarantee Department had decided to 


make reductions in its premiums for short term business with some 
110 out of the 170 markets for which it issues guarantees. ‘The markets 
affected were the more stable markets which included also the more 
competitive markets: they accounted during 1955 for over 80 per cent. 
of United Kingdom export trade. 

The reductions on these markets would amount to between 10 per 
cent. and 20 per cent., and would take effect from the beginning of the 
present financial year. 

The reductions were justified on a commercial assessment of the 
Department’s trading accounts and future prospects, and he hoped 
that, small though they were, they would assist exporters in their 
highly competitive business. 


Imports from the Commonwealth 


The President was asked why he imposed a heavier rate of protec- 
tive duty on rayon cloth and motor cars imported from the Common- 
wealth than on cotton cloth from the same source. He replied that the 
reason was historical. Commonwealth goods had traditionally not been 
exempted from revenue duties. The import duties on motor cars and 
artificial silk goods were ori ly introduced in 1915 and 1925 
respectively and were in force before 1932 for revenue reasons. They 
were not, therefore, covered by the duty-free entry provisions of the 
1932 tariff legislation under which Commonwealth imports, including 
cotton goods, enjoyed duty-free entry, as part of our Ottawa arrange- 
ments. These duties were not contrary to the Ottawa arrangements. 
or to our trade agreements with Commonwealth countries under 
which we received reciprocal benefits by way of preferences. 


Tuesday April 17 


Exports to the United States 


The President was asked to state the exports from Great Britain 
to the United States of America upon which the United States 
Government increased the tariff during 1955. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, said 
the United States Government increased the tariff on bicycles in 
1955. He was aware of no other tariff increase in that year affecting 
United Kingdom exports. 


Trade with U.S. in Tobacco and Whisky 


The average c.i.f. value per Ib. of unmanufactured tobacco imported 
from the United States in 1955 was roughly four times and the average 
f.o.b. value per proof gallon of whisky exported to the United States 
was roughly double the corresponding 1939 average, it was stated. 


Anglo-Japanese Trade 

Asked to make a statement about the Scie trade talks, 
Mr. Low said the mid-term review of the ‘arrangements made last 
October had been concluded and the agreed record of the results 
was being initialled that afternoon. It was decided that the arrange- 
ments were working satisfactorily and that no change in them was 
necessary. Provision was being made for additional trade over the 
next six months amounting to about £150,000 each way. 

The new quotas secured for our exports covered chemical products, 
manufactured foodstuffs and light engineering goods; and the new 

quotas conceded for imports were additional canned salmon (more 
than half the £150,000), canned peaches and loquat, artificial pears

materials and products. on average, the prices of basic 
materials showed no sign of rising to anything like the heights they 
had reached in 1951, their 6 per cent. increase over the year was 
nevertheless considerable.

Although the upward trend in the prices of most materials was 
marked over the year 1955 as a whole, the movement of the basic 
materials index during the course of the year was irregular. Even in 
the case of materials such as copper, which rose heavily in price over 
the period, price movements were far from consistent.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers. 


2. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 


3. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 
ferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, in 
the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 
United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 
within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports «re included 
where these are available. 


4. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’ 
prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of purchase 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 
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were published in October 1955. 

During 1956 it is hoped to extend the coverage of this series still 
further with the publication of indices for ‘new building and civil 
engineering work’ (cost index only) ‘all food consumed’ and possibly 
also for other categories of final consumption.

5. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


6. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board Trade 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. "Chania, from July 1 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained 
July 18, 1953. 


7. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details 
of the other indices of industrial ‘materials, namely those for the 
electrical machinery and engineering industries and 
building and civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 
on September 16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, res- 
pectively. Summary details of weights used in constructing the index 
for all manufactured products, other than fuel, food and tobacco, 
were given in the issue of February 19, 1955. It is not intended at 
present to publish in the Board of Trade Journal details of the con- 
stituent items and the weights used in the construction of any of the 
indices for commodities or groups of commodities; where it is possible 
to issue these, however, they may be obtained on application to the 
Director of Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below.

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Output and Employment in Cotton Industry 
in February 


Output per week in the cotton industry in February showed a 
small increase in the spinning and doubling sections but a slight 
reduction in the weaving section. Compared with a year earlier, 
10 per cent. less single yarn was spun, 8 per cent. less cotton yarn 
doubled and 15 per cent. less cloth woven. There was very little 
change from January in the number of employees actually at work 
at the end of the period and virtually no difference in the number on 
firms’ books: compared with February 1955 both showed a reduction 
of 10 per cent. 

On a working day basis, there was virtually no change from January 
in the rate of output of all types of single yarn; very slight increases 
in the rate at which medium and fine cotton and spun rayon and 
mixture yarns were produced were offset by comparable reductions 
in output of other types of single yarn. Compared with a year earlier 


10 per cent. less single yarn was spun with all of the reduction in 
cotton yarn. 


Slightly more cotton yarn was doubled than in January with the 
increase in medium and fine yarns (counts over 26); compared with 
a year earlier there was a reduction of 8 per cent., most of which was 
in heavier yarns (counts up to 26). 


In the weaving section, 5 per cent. less yarn was consumed than in 
January with the reduction more or less evenly divided between 
cotton and waste yarns and rayon yarns; compared with a year earlier 
consumption was 11 per cent. less with the reduction almost entirely 
in cotton and waste yarns. The rate at which cloth was woven was 
3 per cent. less than in January and 16 per cent. below the level of 
February 1955; more of the fall being of cotton than of rayon cloth.

Cotton Tickings for Use by Hospitals 


B.S, 2732:1956 specifies requirements for cotton tickings suitable 
for covering mattresses and pillows for hospitals and institutions. It 
complements three existing British Standards which deal with the 
mattresses and pillows themselves. 


The standard is based on recommendations from the B.S.I. 
Advisory Committees on standards for local authorities and hospitals, 
P09 details having been developed in collaboration with ticking manu- 
acturers. 


In addition to such requirements as minimum number of threads 
per inch (loom state and finished), highest yarn counts, maximum 
foreign matter content and minimum finished weight, the standard 
specifies tensile strengths and colour fastness values. Methods of 
test are given in appendices.

New Colour Schedule of Paints for Building and Decoration 


For many years there has been a need to standardize and simplify 
the enormous range of paint colours, running into many 
used in building and decorating. B.S. 2660 reduces this range to 101 
standard colours. 


In drawing up this standard the purpose has been to select aesthetic- 
ally pleasing colours of contemporary and traditional styles which, 
at the same time, can possess proper resistance to the effect of weather- 
ing and exposure on building surfaces. 


The standard has been prepared after more than five years’ research, 
It is the result of collaboration between such bodies as the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, the paint industry, the British Colour 
Council, government departments and the Building and:Paint Research 
Stations. Pending the issue of this standard, Government depart- 
ments used a temporary colour card, now replaced by B.S. 2660. 
The 101 colours provide a full range for all interior and exterior 
work in gloss, semi-gloss and flat finishes. Not all the colours can be 
produced in all types of finish, and so, beside each are code letters 
indicating the main kinds of finish available. As an aid to designers, 
approximate Munsell references are given for the comparison of 
individual properties in terms of hue, value (related to light reflect- 
ance), and chroma (the intensity of the colour). 


B.S. 2660 completely supersedes B.S. 1572 (colours for flat finishes 
for walls). B.S. 381 C will be maintained in its present form for 
at least a year, as it covers a considerable range of colours used for 
identification purposes and so forth.

Chances for British Exporters Go by Default 
in Dominican Republic 





British radios on display 
at the Fair for Peace 
and Brotherhood of the 
Fre: World in Ciudad 
Trujillo.

MOTOR VEHICLES, from scooters to heavy lorries and earth-moving 
equipment, are the most prominent category of manufactured 
products being exhibited at the first International Fair for Peace and 
Brotherhood of the Free World, which opened in Ciudad Trujillo 
on December 20, 1955, and will remain open until at least August. 
The Fair is being held in celebration of 25 years of stable government 
during which the Dominican Republic has risen to be one of the most 
modern and progressive nations in the Caribbean area. 


\. Within just 15-months of the decision to celebrate the event with 
an International Fair, in which all nations of the Free World were 
invited to participate, a miniature city of both permanent and tem- 
porary buildings in concrete, marble and glass, has arisen beside the 
Caribbean Sea on what was formerly a waste of sand and scrub outside 
the city boundaries. Many of the buildings are destined for eventual 
use as government and official buildings. In itself, the erection of the 
buildings and the embellishment of the Fair site in such a com- 
paratively short period, are a tribute to Dominican energy and enter- 
prise apart from the ial burden estimated at some 25 million 
dollars. 

: ‘The Fair is divided into five sections of which four are devoted 
te the progress achieved by the Dominican Republic in all sectors of 
the national life and economy in the period from 1930 to 1955. The 
fifth section is devoted to foreign national pavilions and to foreign 
stands in pavilions and annexes. constructed by the Dominican 
Government. 

The majority of the visitors, claimed officially to number 264,150 
in the first month, are sightseers, this being the first time many of 
them have had the instructive experience of seeing a large array of 
diverse products, both of national and foreign manufacture, gathered 

in one easily accessible site. Consequently, and for the 

‘weighbouring Latin-American countries in particular, the Fair 

‘cepresents both an opportunity for creel. goodwill and for national

design and displays laid out in a most 
attractive way (porticularty i in the Venezuelan and Italian exhibits). 

By contrast, United Kingdom products on display are com- 
paratively few and are, for the most part, scattered throughout odd

goods for which agencies and inquiries were invited) with the 
accompanying disadvantage that British products are merged with 
an unrelated variety of other foreign manufactures. 

Commendable enterprise is shown, however, by one agent who 
has erected and furnished a pre-fabricated aluminium house 
manufactured in the United Kingdom. The house has received a 
welcome number of visitors, particularly government officials 
interested in the possibilities of its use in rural areas for housing the 
large influx of agricultural immigrants expected in the course of the 
next few years. 

British cars manage to hold their own in the Automobile Pavilion 
where the products of four British manufacturers are represen’ 
including one manufacturer of motor-cycles. All the British models 
are displayed to advantage and form a more sober contrast to the 
gleaming displays of their Continental and American competitors. 
With recent increases in the price of petrol, the economical running 
cost of the smaller type of British family car has become a useful 
sales point. Moreover, an impressive programme of modern highway 
construction ought to be a further encouragement to the promotion 
of motor-car sales. 

In a primarily agricultural country such as the Dominican Republic 

the use of farm equipment is steadily growing, it is 
natural that an outdoors section of the Fair should be devoted to 
agricultural equipment. A wide range of tractors, ploughs and 
mechanized farm equipment, principally of American manufacture, 
is on display. British products are not represented in this section. 

Although the Fair was scheduled to close on February 27, it will 
now remain open until at least August and some sections are likely 
to remain open until the end of the year. 

While it is doubtful whether the majority of exhibitors at the Fair 
can expect any immediate financial return commensurate with their 
outlay, there can be little doubt that the long-term advantage both 
in prestige and goodwill will be considerable. 

General Market Conditions 


The Dominican Republic presents considerable advantages to the 
British exporter since it is a dollar account country and has no foreign 
exchange control and no import or quota restrictions (save for odd 
circumstances may necessitate), The country has no internal 
or external debt and has ample foreign exchange reserves. Its history 
over the last 25 years is.one of constant progress, stable government, 
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economic diversification and favourable overall trade balances. In an 
effort to relieve its economic dependence on the staple export crops 
of sugar, cocoa, coffee and tobacco, successful attempts have been 
made to introduce varied light and medium industries, and this has 
reduced to some extent the need for imports of foreign manufactured 


The last year has seen a tremendous development in building and 
other constructional programmes including two large luxury hotels 
in the capital (now completed); two new ports; a shipyard and ship 
repair yard; an airport designed to cater for inter-continental express 
freight and passenger traffic, and an extensive mileage of new roads 
and bridges. American capital and enterprise has largely reaped the 
benefits of these programmes, owing partly to their well-established 
resident representation and partly to regular cultivation of direct 
contacts with local business and governmental circles. In contrast, 
British exporters, with few exceptions, seem reluctant to send 
representatives to the Republic to gain first-hand experience and 
knowledge of conditions and to make and develop useful contacts. 

Against the above background it must be stated, however, that the 
Dominican Republic is a highly competitive market both for capital 
and consumer goods. By long tradition the market is supplied mainly 
from the United States, which offers considerable advantages to the 
Dominican importer in the way of direct shipping and air services 
(avoiding the necessity of carrying large stocks of goods) and cheaper 
freight rates, allied to competitive prices and quick deliveries. The 
average Dominican importer ai considerable importance to 
quick delivery, since he is rarely prepared to estimate his needs some 
months ahead, and will often be prepared to pay higher prices when 
these are coupled with immediate delivery. 


British Goods Should do Better 


In 1954 the largest suppliers to the Dominican Republic were the 
United States who supplied 64-5 per cent. of the country’s total 
imports (which amounted to $82,827,010), compared with the 
Netherlands West Indies (10 per cent.), Canada (5-1 per cent.), 
Germany (4:5 per cent.), Belgium (3-2 per cent.) and the United

Business Transit Card for Visitors to Colombia 


THE COLOMBIAN AUTHORITIES have recently approved the issue 
of a ‘Business Transit Card’ for visitors to Colombia.

Bulgaria and Egypt 


A NEW TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENT between Bulgaria 
and Egypt was signed in Cairo on March 17, to replace the one 
previously signed on April 6, 1950. This new agreement will be in 
force for a period of three years in the first instance. 

The volume of trade exchanges between the two countries would 
not be less than £E.1 million annually. 

Bulgarian exports to Egypt under the agreement will include 
tobacco, timber and railway wagons in exchange for Egyptian raw 
cotton and cotton yarn.

Ceylon and Czechoslovakia 


TRADE AND PAYMENTS Agreements have been concluded between 
Ceylon and Czechoslovakia. 

The Trade Agreement was signed in Colombo and provides for 
most-favoured-nation treatment. Among the items listed for export 
from Ceylon are tea, rubber, fresh coconut, desiccated coconut, 
coconut oil, copra, graphite, coir fibre, and coir yarn. Exports from 
Czechoslovakia include machinery and plant, motor cars and cycles, 
rolling stock, hardware, stationery, textiles, glassware, chemical 
products and cement. 


The Payments Agreement provides for a reciprocal swing credit 
of £500,000. 


Ceylon and Poland 


TRADE AND PAYMENTS Agreements between Ceylon and Poland

France and Finland 


THE TEXT of a new trade agreement between France and Finland, 
signed in Paris on March 28, was published in the French Moniteur 
Officiel du Commerce et de P' Industrie of April 2. The agreement is 
operative from April 1, 1956 to March 31, 1957. 

French exports for which provision has been made under the 
agreement include wines and spirits, chemical products, textiles, 
agricultural machinery, motor vehicles and components, industrial 
machinery and electrical equipment. 

Finnish exports to France will include cheese, asbestos, raw 
furskins, wood for papermaking, paper pulp, newsprint and various 
wood and paper products. 

Finnish exports to French oversea territories under the agreement 
will consist mainly of cheese, telegraph poles, sawn timber, paper 
pulp and various paper products.

Lebanon and Turkey 


A COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT and Modus Vivendi have been 
concluded between Lebanon and Turkey, The Agreement aims at 
encouraging trade between the two countries; the modus vivendi 
deals with the mutual accord of most-favoured-nation treatment.

GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN Press Note No. 716 announces the 
signing of a Trade Agreement between Pakistan and Italy. 

The agreement affirms the desire of the two countries to promote 
trade on a mutually advantageous basis and to foster economic 
co-operation between the two countries, and provides for the export 
from Pakistan of such goods as cotton, jute, wool, hides and skins, 
bones, saltpetre, handicraft articles, sports , guts, frozen fish, 
and prawns, in return for artificial silk yarn, machinery, chemicals, 
dyes, medicines, scientific and electrical instruments, rubber tyres 
tubes, aluminium, and iron and steel manufactures. 

The Trade Agreement is subject to the approval of both Govern- 
ments after which it will be valid for one year from January 1, 1956. 


Roumania and Syria 


A COMMERCIAL AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENT between Roumania 
and Syria has been signed at Damascus. 

Lists of goods indicating the types of products to be exchanged are 
attached to the Agreement. Roumania is to export timber, paper, 
paints and varnish, petroleum distillation products, chemicals, 
pharmaceuticals, glass, pumps, tractors, handling machinery, internal 
combustion engines, books and gramophone records. In return 
Syria will export animal and vegetable products such as raw cotton, 
cotton yarn and fabrics, wool, silk yarn and fabrics, sheep and goat 
skins, bones, grain, vegetable oils and dried fruits. No total quantity 
of trade has been fixed. 

The Agreement, which will come into force 15 days after the 
exchange of the instruments of ratification, is for one year, renewable 
automatically, but may be terminated by either party giving three 
months’ notice before the end of the year. Payment for goods and 
services will be in U.S. dollars. The Syrian Government guarantees 
that Roumanian institutions shall have full facilities for the use of 
the Syrian free zones. Most favoured nation treatment is mutually 
conferred.

THE NATIONAL BANK OF LIBYA, the establishment of which 
was approved by Law No. 30 in 1955, opened for business on April 1, 
1956.

Dominican Republic’s Introduction

DOMINICAN GOVERNMENT DECREE No, 1582 of March 20 repeals 
earlier decrees which brought into force by successive stages the basic 
legislation governing the compulsory introduction into the Dominican 
Republic of the decimal metric system.

Review of the Customs Tariff 


A FURTHER ANNOUNCEMENT (Notice No. 121) issued by the 
Secretary of the New Zealand Board of Trade on April 14 about the 
general review of the New Zealand Customs Tariff gives notice: 

‘(a) that the sitting in public, notified by [New Zealand] Board 
of Trade Notice No, 120,’ (see United Kingdom Board of 
Trade JFournal of March 31, page 283) ‘to commence on 
Tuesday, May 1, 1956, has been pos d and will now 
commence on Wednesday, June 6, 1956, at 10.30 a.m. in the 
Board Room, First Floor, Departmental Building, Stout 
Street, Wellington; 

‘(b) that representations concerning general principles, referred to 
in paragraph (b) of Notice No..120, must now be lodged with 
the undersigned on or before May 22, 1956, instead of April 
24, 1956.’ 

It is also notified that any interested company, firm, organization 
or person may make representations in respect of applications for 
alterations in the Customs Tariff (which should be submitted on or 
before July 6, 1956) provided such representations are lodged with 
the undersigned on or before September 7, 1956. 


The effect of these notices is that: 

(i) United Kingdom firms, organizations and persons who wish 
to make representations concerning the general principles which 
they consider should be followed in the review may do so by making 
a statement to the Secretary of the New Zealand Board of Trade. 
Such statements should reach him by May 22, 1956. 

It is understood that representations concerning general principles 
are being made to the New Zealand Board of Trade on behalf of 
United Kingdom industry in general by the Federation of British 
Industries, the National Union of Manufacturers, the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce and certain trade Associations. 

(ii) It is open to any United Kingdom manufacturer or trade 
association to submit an application for a reduction in the New Zealand 
duty on their products; this opportunity should be of particular 
interest to firms whose products are of a kind not made in New 
Zealand. Such applications should reach the New Zealand Board of 
Trade by July 6, and should relate to specific commodities rather 
than to broad general classes (e.g. to ‘hoes’ or ‘harrows’ rather than 
to ‘agricultural implements’). Particulars of the details to be provided 
in these applications are fully set out in forms which may now be 
obtained from the New Zealand Government Trade Commissioner’s 
Office, 415 Strand, London, W.C.2. 

(iii) United Kingdom firms who are only concerned that the existing 
duty should not be increased need not make an application by July 6 
(though there is no objection to their doing so). 

It is hoped that it will be possible to publish in the Board of Trade 
Journal soon after July 6 a list of goods on which New Zealand manu- 
facturers have applied for an increase in duty. It will then be open 
to United Kingdom firms and trade organizations wishing to oppose 
such applications to make representations to that effect. These repre- 
sentations will have to be lodged with the Secretary of the New 
Zealand Board of Trade by September 7, 1956.

Classification of Jute Cordage 


A NOTICE about the prospective alteration in the classification for 
duty purposes of certain jute cordage, twine and twist, mildew- 
treated, under the United States Tariff Act of 1930, was published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on December 10, 1955 (page 1293). 


The United States Treasury Department has ruled that jute 
cordage, twine or twist composed of two or more jute rovings or 
yarns twisted together, mildew-treated by treating the fibres before 
their manufacture into cordage, twine, or twist, is dutiable at a rate 
dependent upon the fineness of the roving or yarn and subject to an 
additional duty of 2 cents per pound under Seaieeh 1003, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as cordage, twine, or twist, composed of two or more jute 
rovings or yarns twisted together otherwise treated than bleached or 
dyed. Previously it was the practice to consider this merchandise not 
subject to the additional duty of 2 cents per eer de provided for in 
paragraph 1003 for jute cordage, twine, or twist, bleached, dyed, or 
otherwise treated. As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty 
at a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed under an established 
and uniform practice, it will be applied only to such or similar mer- 
chandise entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption 
after 90 days after the date of publication in the Weekly Treasury

RECENT LEGISLATION in Colombia suspends the system of ‘com-

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Amendment of Customs Duties 
and Taxes in Antigua 


THE CUSTOMS SURCHARGE ORDINANCE, 1949, imposed a sur- 
charge on all goods imported into Antigua which are liable to customs 
duty. The surcharge was fixed at 10 per cent. of the customs duties 
in the case of the goods listed below and 30 per cent. in the case of 
all other goods: by S.R. & O. No. 5 of 1956, which came into force 
on January 19, 1956, the 30 per cent. surcharge has been increased 
to 40 per cent.

Tax (Repeal) Ordinance, 1956, and the Trade Licences and Tax

which imposed a package tax at varying rates on most goods imported 
into the Colony.

DENMARK 
Changes in Duties and Import Regulations for Textiles 


DETAILS HAVE now been received of the new Danish duties on 
textiles, which were announced in the Board of Trade Journal on 
April 7. In the revised tariff, which came into force on March 26, the 
commodity groups have been re-arranged, the commodity numbers 
altered, and ad valorem rates substituted for the previous specific 
rates, in most cases at a higher level. 


As stated in the previous announcement, the Danish authorivies 
have, with the introduction of the new duties, cancelled the Deposit 
System under which various textiles could be imported into Denmark 
subject to payment of a specified deposit returnable after 12 months. 
Items previously covered by the Deposit System are now transferred 
to the General and Regional Free Lists. 

In addition to the revised textile duties, the new law introduces 
a number of minor amendments to other tariff headings and rates of 
duty and to certain general provisions of the Tariff. Details of the new 
rates are published below. A translation of the full text of the Law is 
available in Export Services Branch (Tariff Section), Board of Trade, 
Room 608, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, W.C.1 (Telephone:

Change in Payment of Import Tax 


UNDER A NEW Ministerial Order (No. 33, 1956), the full 7 per 
cent. tax on imports into Egypt, which was imposed following the 
abolition of the Import Entitlement Account System on September 1, 
1955, must now be paid in full at the time of issue of the import 
licence, instead of the former procedure (see the Board of Trade 
Journal of September 9, 1955, page 584) of payment of 2 per cent. 
on the issue of the licence and 5 per cent. when payment for the goods 
was effected through a bank. 


Imports of Packaged Foodstuffs 


Under a measure which comes into force on August 27, 1956,

Foreign Exchange Quota Allocations 
for the Second Quarter, 1956 


THE CENTRAL BANK of the Philippines announced at the beginning 
of 1956 that foreign exchange quota allocations for the first quarter 
of 1956 would be reduced by 50 per cent. for ‘Non-essential consumer 
items’ and by 20 per cent. for all other ‘non-restricted’ quotas with 
the exception of those of Filipinos whose aggregate individual quota 
was $15,000 and below per semester. 

The Bank have now announced that the quota allocations for the 
second quarter of 1956 will be made on the basis of the 1956 first 
quarter allocations without reduction, except for quota allocations 
specifically cancelled or reduced. 


Import Control of Gunny Sacks 
and Potatoes 


THE THAI MINISTRY of Economic Affairs have announced that 
gunny sacks and potatoes have been placed under import control. 
These two items should, therefore, be added to the list of controlled 
items published in the Board of Trade Fournal of October 1, 1955 
(page 758/9). 

Imports of gunny sacks are restricted by a requirement that 
applicants must purchase locally manufactured gunny sacks from 
the Thai Jute Co. Ltd. in a ratio of one to every three imported gunny 
sacks. Evidence of the transaction has to be attached to the import 
licence application.

THE FIFTY-THIRD Annual General Meeting of the British-American 
Tobacco Company, Limited, was held on April 13 in London. 


Mr. D. M. Oppenheim, the Chairman, in the course of his s: , said: 
Whilst exports from the home factories have been maintai at a satis- 
factory level, the increase in the proportion of the Group net profit dealt 
with in the Accounts of British-American Tobacco Company Limited is 
primarily due to larger dividends having been received from the overseas 
operating subsidiaries, which is a reflection of the increased profits —— 
from the expanding volume of sales of the Group. As a result, the 
has been able to recommend an increased dividend for the year whilst 
continuing to strengthen the company’s reserves and maintain a satisfactory 
position in regard to liquid assets. 


Our technical and research experts have constantly under examination 
new and improved methods of handling leaf tobacco, modern and more 
fully protective forms of packaging and, of course, improved processes of 
manufacture of cigarettes and tobaccos. We have decided to extend scientific 
and technical research for the benefit of the Group and, to this end, we are 
now in process of constructing a new Research and Development Centre 
adjoining our factory in Southampton. 


As was the case last year, the date of this Meeting has anticipated that 
of the presentation of the Budget by a few days and, therefore, in regard to 
what the Chancellor of the Exchequer may have in store for us all I can 
only express the hope that he will find it possible to give effect to some 
recommendations of the final Report of the Royal Commission on the 
Taxation of Profits and Income which was published last June. 


Certain of these recommendations are of special interest to your company. 
For several years we have been advocating certain reforms in relation to 
the basis of assessment of overseas profits and income on the ground that 
the structure of United Kingdom taxation affects overseas profit in a 
specially damaging way from the point of view of this country’s overseas 
trade and investment. It is, therefore, encouraging to find that the majority 
of the Commission share this view and that, despite the diversity of opinion 
represented, they are able to agree to an important extent on a solution. 


One of the main difficulties lies in overseas income being taxed twice, 
both abroad and in this country. The mode of relieving this double taxation 
has hitherto been to grant credits against the United Kingdom taxes in 
respect of equivalent taxes borne overseas on the same income. Double 
taxation relief on these lines has been gradually extended in the form of 
bilateral treaties, or unilateral relief where such treaties cannot be negotiated. 


Since there is a continuing tendency for overseas tax rates on companies 
to rise, this relief is most valuable, but it is becoming increasingly evident 
that the tax credit system in general is but a necessary consequence of a 
basically defective taxation structure. 


The root cause of the trouble, as the Majority Report recognises is 
the claim, which the United Kingdom has traditionally asserted, to tax a 
United Kingdom resident, whether company or individual, upon total 
income from all sources, including income arising abroad, despite the fact 
that the latter falls under the jurisdiction of other countries. Nowadays, 
these countries not only claim a prior right to assess income arising within 
their own countries, but are beginning to claim the sole right. 

Logically, a situation in which two conflicting jurisdictions claim tax 
on the same fund of income can be resolved either by withdrawal of one 
party or by compromise; in this case, clearly, it is the United Kingdom 
Government which has the weaker case. 


In my speech last year, I expressed the opinion that, in the year now 
under review, the Group id achieve a new record so far as volume of 
sales was concerned. This has, in fact, turned out to be the case, and for 
the first six months of the current financial year the volume of Group 
sales again shows an overall increase, Given fair trading opportunities and 
the absence of international upheavals, I see no reason why this satis- 
factory trend should not continue for the remainder of this financial year 
at least. Apart from the obvious satisfaction this state of affairs must give 
to all of us as stockholders, it is ifying that our increasing prosperity 
carries with it a notable contribution to balance of payments of this 
country, as well as benefiting considerably the economies of the countries 
in which the members of the Group operate.
